His health began to break down in 
1816. He sought relief in various 
climates but, instead of resting, he 
thought that walking and strenuous 
exercise would restore his health. 
This, of course, is entirely contrary 
co our modem practice, in which 
rest is the first element in treat­ 
ment. His younger brother devel­ 
oped consumption and John Keats 
nursed him for a while, a most un­ 
wholesome thing for him to have 
done. Apparently neither he nor 
anyone else recognized the similar­ 
ity of his own symptoms and those 
of his brother. 


Friend Told Story 


His friend, Charles Brown, told 
the story that one night Keats came 
to his house in a pitiable state, re- 
enabling violent intoxication. He 
had caught a chill riding outside a 
.age coach. Brown put him to bed. 
As he got between the cold sheets 
he coughed and then said: “ Bring 
me a candle. I must see that blood.” 
Ile gazed for some moments at the

it is arterial blood. I must die,” But

_ ..assured nim and told him there 
was nothing the m atter. 
In 1818 he went on a walking tour 
in Scotland. The fatigue and hard­ 
ships proved too greac a strain for 
him. Here, for the first time, an 
Inverness doctor made the diag­ 
nosis. 
In 1820 it was evident to every­ 
one that he was dying. As a last 
hope he set out on a journey for 
Naples, but died in Rome in Febru­ 
ary, 1821. The idea of sending so 
sick a man on a long, arduous jour­ 
ney of th at kind was little less than 
cruelty to animals. 
Different Today 
Today every detail of the manage­ 
ment of his case would be different. 
In the first place, the diagnosis 
w’ould be made early. Treatment 
begun in an early stage is far more 
hopeful than late treatm ent. Sec­ 
ondly, he would be put to bed and 
not allowed to associate with other 
tuberculosis 
patients, unless, at i 
least, every precaution were taken 
to prevent cross infection. It is 
probable that his lung would have 
been collapsed and the tuberculin 
toxine squeezed out Of it. Perhaps 
in that case we would never have 
had the “Ode to a Grecian Urn." 
With the application of modern 
forms of treatm ent, we feel that the 
conquest of tuberculosis is quite 
possible. 
The money which is obtained from 
the Christmas seals of the National 
Tuberculosis Association is used in 
furthering this conquest.
